
Town to fight cuts with its own bus service? 


IN LIGHT of more reviews into bus services 
by Dorset County Council, with more routes 
at risk of being cut, plans continue to go for¬ 
ward to establish Bridport’s own bus service - 
but some councillors are pessimistic that the 
service will be a success. 
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The mayor, Cllr Ros Kayes, updated members of the 
town council’s environment and social wellbeing 
committee last week on how far the plans have pro¬ 
gressed, and announced that £200,000 of funding was 
available from Dorset County Council to community 
groups for such projects. 


She said: “Some of the members of the bus action 
group... have prepared a proposal which looks at a 
round Bridport bus and also a bus that links the vil¬ 
lages in to Bridport. 

“We have also talked about the idea of having sea¬ 
son tickets for the bus and a community bus company 
where people can buy community bus shares. 

“We haven’t decided what body it could be yet - 
whether it will be charitable or an organisation that 
could issue community shares and people could con¬ 
tribute to the running of the bus in Bridport - because 
the problem is there needs to be a certain amount of

• TELL us a bit more about your role in the 
NHS... 

As the lay independent chairman of the Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Health Network (WPHN), my 
role is to represent local patients, the most impor¬ 
tant aspect of the NHS. The Dorset Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG) patients' panel, the WPHN 
comprises a number of local patients who express 
their concerns and ask questions of the CCG clini¬ 
cians and officers present. This can range from 
worries about podiatry being less available in the 
west of the county and difficulties with electronic 
prescribing. 

At our May meeting, concern was expressed at 
the difficulties patients face waiting for buses at 
Dorset County Hospital, with no bus shelter or 
seating available. Many end up leaning on cars in 
the car park for support! 

I am writing to the chief executive of Dorset 
County Council to urge that the planned bus shel¬ 
ter and layby is hurried along. I am also in my 
eighth year as an elected independent public gov¬ 
ernor of Dorset County Hospital, a parallel role 
representing patients. 

• WHAT concerns are becoming evident from 
the local patients' panel? 

Controversy surrounds the Clinical Services Re¬ 
view, which seems to leave many services at 
Dorset County Hospital unchanged, although be¬ 
tween two and 5 per cent of emergency patients 
are also being proposed to be sent to the east. 

There are, however, continuing doubts about 
childrens' and maternity care, most of which is 
being proposed to be moved to Bournemouth, 
Poole or Yeovil. Many patients have reacted with 
horror to the notion of mothers and sick children 
being sent across the county to Bournemouth, 
only five miles from the border with Hampshire. I 
hear reports of 40 and 50 minute delays in ambu¬ 
lances arriving, which added to at least an hour on 
the road to Bournemouth, lead to fears that some 



very sick patients may not survive the journey. 

Local patients want to be treated at their local 
hospital in Dorchester, which has an outstanding 
record and that will be the fight in coming 
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months. There is also the problem of relatives and 
visitors facing long journeys to the east. 

• HOW did you get involved with the many or¬ 
ganisations you are a member of? 

I was a founder member of the Weymouth-Lou- 
viers twinning society in 1958 and have main¬ 
tained my long-time membership of The Society 
of Dorset Men, where lama member of the com¬ 
mittee and editor of the newsletter. 

I was president of the Old Hardyeans in 2010, the 
old boys of Hardyes School in Dorchester, main¬ 
taining contact with school friends I first met in 
1958. That we have stayed in close contact for 58 
years is down to the Old Hardyeans. 

I am a Freemason, treasurer of the Chesil Lodge 
at Portland. In October, I will become Chief Ranger 
[President] of Honorary Court No. 1 of the Ancient 
Order of Foresters, founded in Weymouth in 1887. 

For many years, I have been a Regional Judge in 
the Campaign for Real Ale's Wessex Pub of the 
Year competition. I still enjoy writing about Dorset 
food and drink. At these and other events, Joan 
and I delight in meeting our wide circle of friends- 
some of which date back over 60 years to my 
childhood. 

• WHAT do you like to do in your spare time? 

Joan and I enjoy days out in the Rover. Last week, 
we enjoyed a day in the New Forest with a super 
lunch at a pub in Fritham, then a cream tea at Min- 
stead. Next Sunday, we join 84 other members of 
The Society of Dorset Men on the "Dorsetman" 
dining car on the Swanage Railway. 

Quality dining while enjoying the Isle of Purbeck 
scenery, with a glass of Hall &Woodhouse's Bland- 
ford ale. We regularly drive to Sidmouth, to meet 
our old friends from Torquay and enjoy the sea air 
there.

Cllr Kayes has also set aside £1,000 
from her divisional budget, which is allo¬ 
cated to councillors to use in their ward, 
to do a feasibility study of the project and 
what the demand is. 

She added: “One of the other issues is 
do you register it as a service or do you 
have it as a bus club where by paying for 
a ticket you are becoming a member of 
the club, which has certain insurance im¬ 
plications, registration implications. And 
there is also an issue about what sort of 
buses one would use. 

“It may be that we won’t be able to do 
all of it at once, we may only be able to 
do the round Bridport trips. 

“I would love to see Bridport providing 
its own bus service and I think it would 
massively decrease the number of people 
driving into town - it would decrease the 
parking problem, especially on market 
days. I think it will have a massive im¬ 
pact.” 

But Cllr Julian Jones said that big prob¬ 
lems could arise and the service would 
mn on a loss. He said: “It sounds good but 
I know that when the actual feasibility 
stage comes, many really difficult issues 
are going to be accounted for and, most 
likely, a very, very limited end product 
will emerge because it is very, very com¬ 
plicated trying to run buses. 


“I would think that most of the with¬ 
drawn bus services will have no usable al¬ 
ternative emerging to be honest. 

“The complexity of running timetabled 
buses is having drivers and back-up vehi¬ 
cles if a vehicle breaks down, and back up 
individuals when a person is ill. 

“However optimistic you are about get¬ 
ting take up, it will still run at a loss.” 

Cllr Kayes agreed that it wouldn’t make 
a profit as it will be a social enterprise and 
will run to break even. 

Cllr Dave Rickard argued that Dorset 
County Council still had a responsibility 
to provide bus services. 

He said: “I still think the county [coun¬ 
cil] has a responsibility, which I think 
they will admit - the government don’t 
seem to think that responsibility is worth 
paying for - but this thing that worries 
you about having the drivers, having in¬ 
surance, having the back up, I think that 
is what county should be doing. 

“I don’t think Bridport, in all honesty, 
can run its own bus company, we need to 
have a well organised hierarchy of sup¬ 
port. They supply the buses, they supply 
the insurance and the back up and then we 
run what we want with that. 

“I am not saying we don’t do anything 
about them, I think it is incumbent on the 
higher authority to provide that support 
and infrastructure.” 


Bus drivers to strike next week

Healthcare and parking are key 


■ WE HAVE every sympathy 
with the town council’s difficulties 
in finding additional car parking in 
Bridport. 

We would point out that this is 
based on current levels of demand. 
How will the town cope with the 
parking spaces required if 760 
houses are built at Vearse Farm? 

We have a real concern that this 
would create such parking prob¬ 
lems as to kill visitor numbers at 
the market. 

This problem comes on the Plan¬ 
ning Application to build (inter 
alia) some 760 new homes at 
Vearse Farm and the further con¬ 


cerns, this time raised by none 
other than the Dorset Clinical 
Commissioning Group who pro¬ 
vide medical services to Bridport 
and outlying parishes. 

There is a genuine threat that 
with a substantial increase in pa¬ 
tient numbers, great pressure and 
strain will be put on the medical 
centre and the doctors and medical 
staff who practise there and im¬ 
pact on the services provided. 

Moreover, with the attendant in¬ 
crease in population of 3,000 per¬ 
sons arising from the potential 
development, greater demand will 
be put on the town’s car parks 


where, at weekends in particular, 
a space has to be found, and the 
town centre becomes very con¬ 
gested. 

Highways England and the En¬ 
vironment Agency both have 
holding notices on the Planning 
Application, and the provision of 
health services and care and inad¬ 
equate parking facilities are two 
further material considerations 
that must be taken into account in 
determining the Planning Applica¬ 
tion!

Love your tongue 


YOU may be brushing your teeth every day, but 
unless you're paying close attention to your 
tongue, you could still suffer from bad breath.

THE DAILY GRIND

Do you often wake up with a mysteriously aching jaw? 
Have a habit of clenching your face when you're tense, 
anxious or angry? 

If so, you could be one of the world's many teeth- 
grinders. Not entirely sure what that means? Sink your 
gnashers into our guide... 

What is teeth grinding? 

Medically speaking, teeth grinding is known as 'bruxism', 
a term that covers conscious and involuntary grinding 
of the upper and lower teeth against one another, and 
clenching of the jaw. While grinding usually happens at 
night, and jaw clenching is more common during the 
day, there are no hard and fast rules. 

Who does it affect? 

According to the NHS, roughly six million people in the 
UKare affected by teeth grinding, with most casesarising 
in people aged 25 to 44. That's not to say people outside 
this bracket don't grind their teeth, the condition can af¬ 
fect everyone, even small children. However, it's a prob¬ 
lem that can come and go, rather than stubbornly stick 


around indefinitely. 

What impact can it have? 

Aside from a poor night's sleep and an aching jaw in the 
morning, grinding your teeth can also cause a range of 
uncomfortable symptoms, including headaches and ear¬ 
ache, stiff shoulders (from all that jaw clenching), joint 
stiffness, facial pain and, even more worryingly, consid¬ 
erable damage to your teeth. It can wear down enamel 
and, in bad cases, the tooth itself, which can result in 
shortened teeth, receding gums, sensitivity, and, if 
gone untreated, teeth and fillings can become loose 
and fall out. 

Why do we do it? 

The reason bouts of teeth grinding can come and go 
is because it is commonly related to stress, anxiety, or 
periods of deep concentration. In fact, 70% of cases 
of sleep bruxism are triggered by stress or anxiety. 
However, it can also be caused by certain medica¬ 
tions, particularly antidepressants, recreational drugs, 
excess caffeine, alcohol and some sleep disorders.

TRIBUTES have been paid to a “well¬ 
loved” and inspirational mother, wife, sister 
and grandmother. 

Local landlady Deirdre ‘Dee’ Savage 
passed away peacefully on Tuesday, May

Many may remember her as the landlady 
of The Boot Inn, Bridport, and at The Ship 
Inn, Morcombelake, which is now an art 
gallery, and more recently she worked in Co¬ 
op and at M&Co on East Street. 

Dee’s daughter Claire Robinson said: 
“Mum was bom in Dublin, Ireland, on Feb¬ 
ruary 3rd 1947. She was born Deirdre Eliz¬ 
abeth Catherine O’Shea - but most people 
call mum ‘Dee’. 

“She spent most of her formative years in 
the city, living with her aunty, after her fa¬ 
ther, James O'Shea, died. It was a large, busy 
household shared by mum and her six sib¬ 
lings: Iris, Betty, Muriel, Marion, Agnes, Vi¬ 
olet. Iris and Agnes are the only surviving 
sisters today. 

“Mum moved to London when she was 
around 20, which is where she met my dad, 
Brian Savage. The couple married in 
Lewisham in 1971 and lived in London for 
a number of years before having their only 
child. 

“In 1978, we moved to Kenya, Africa, 
after Brian's role as a concrete engineer took

“Dee and Brian ran the pub successfully, 
hosting many great nights there with live 
music; curry evenings; and darts and pool 
matches/ tournaments. In fact, Mum played 
darts regularly as part of The Boot team and 
was a very skilled player. 

“Following The Boot, Mum and Dad had a 
short period of time running the Hope and 
Anchor in Bridport, before they decided to 
leave the pub trade for good. Mum took up 
work in The Co-op on the deli and then at 
M&Co in town where she was well-loved by 
the girls and customers. 

“It was impossible for mum to go into 
Bridport and walk a few feet without some¬ 
one stopping her and asked how she was. 

Her effervescent personality, Irish 
warmth and striking looks meant 
she drew people to her naturally. 

“She was mine and my dad's ab¬ 
solute world, an incredible grand¬ 
mother to my daughter, Milly, a 
wonderful, compassionate sister 
and great friend.

nal cancer and in her last few days at the 
Joseph Weld Hospice was unlike anything I 
have ever witnessed before.

Dorset - still one of the 
best counties for recycling 


THE Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs (DEFRA) has 
just revised the 2014/2015 recycling 
rate figures, increasing it from 54.4 
per cent to 56.7 per cent. 

It puts Dorset in the top 10 per 
cent of counties for recycling. 

But Dorset Waste Partnership say 
the figures are now even better be¬ 
cause kerbside recycling had not 
been rolled out in much of West 
Dorset when the official figures 
were compiled. 

The DWP's latest figures show a re¬ 
cycling rate of 58.9 per cent - al¬ 
most reaching the milestone of 60 
per cent, one of the key goals of the 
organisation when it was first 
launched back in April 2011. 

Another of the DWP's goals is to 
improve customer satisfaction to 
more than 80 per cent. The DWP 
commissioned a public satisfaction 
survey earlier this year that was sent 
out to over 4,000 residents, asking 


them about the services they re¬ 
ceive. 

The survey concluded that: 

• 88 per cent of participants are 
satisfied with their collection 
service; 

• 90 per cent of participants are 
satisfied with the reliability 

of their collections; 

• 80 per cent of participants are 
satisfied with how clean and 
tidy their collections are. 

The DWP also performed above 
the survey average for containers 
being put back in place, noise dur¬ 
ing collection and collection crews 
being friendly and helpful. 

Councillor Tony Alford, chairman 
of the DWP Joint Committee, said: 
"These great results demonstrate 
the hard work being carried out by 
the staff of the Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership alongside the residents of 
our county, to whom we extend our 
thanks and appreciation."

This follows a consultation 
with library users and local 
town and parish councils to 
look at alternative ways to ac¬ 
cess the library service. 

Working with the Royal Volun¬ 
tary Service (RVS), people who 
are unable to access a library 
due to disability or fraility will 
continue to have access to 
books, and other reading mate¬ 
rial delivered to their homes. 

Dorset County Council will 
continue to take the home mo¬ 
bile library to residential homes. 

Cllr Deborah Croney, Dorset 


County Council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for learning and skills, said: 
"We are considering changes 
that focus the provision of the 
mobile library service for peo¬ 
ple who cannot travel to a li¬ 
brary building. 

"We are proposing that the 
home library continues and are 
looking to find a different way 
of providing library services to 
those who cannot get to a local 
library. 

"The feedback from mobile li¬ 
brary users has been helpful in 
better understanding the im¬ 
pact on these changes and how 
some people will be able to 
continue to use library services 
in other ways. 


"Due to ongoing funding re¬ 
ductions from national govern¬ 
ment, we need to reduce the 
library service budget by a 
quarter over the next three 
years, which equates to around 
£1 m. savings will need to come 
from a range of areas, not just 
mobile libraries." 

The consultation identified 
that social isolation is a concern 
for some people and the coun¬ 
cil's community development 
team is working with communi¬ 
ties to address the social aspect 
that the mobile library currently 
serves.

THE BENEFITS 

OF OPEN DOORS 

Care Home Open Day is an opportunity for care 
homes to open their doors once a year to their local 
communities to create links between care home resi¬ 
dents and their local communities and to show that 
care homes are filled with interesting people run by 
staff who care. 

Recent research highlights that where care homes 
permanently open their doors to the local commu¬ 
nity, the positive impacts go far beyond creating 
links and dispelling myths. Residents experience 
improvements to their well-being with relatives, 
staff, volunteers, and the home itself also benefiting. 

BENEFITS OF VOLUNTEERS 

The evaluation of the Volunteering in Care Homes 
Project found that volunteers recruited to roles to 
befriend residents or to support them in social ac¬ 
tivities has a significant impact on the residents’ so¬ 
cial and emotional wellbeing. 

The involvement of volunteers delivers funda¬ 
mental socialisation, company and ‘someone to talk 
to’. This includes providing long term one-to-one 
befriending, help to settle within the home, support 
in overcoming bereavement and reduced distress 
and anxiety. This in turn impacts on relatives, offer¬ 
ing peace of mind and minimising negative feelings 
of anxiety or guilt. It is, “someone else to come in 
and brighten up the day of their relative”, [Activities 
co-ordinator]. 

For the staff, the involvement of volunteers has a 
positive impact on their satisfaction with their job 
(68%), retention (61%), stress levels (71%) and 
feelings of job security (54%). The reasons for 
these findings are unclear but one explanation is that 
volunteers add capacity, in the form of time and 
skills, in roles that complement, not replace, staff 
roles. 

Volunteers are evidence that the care home is safe, 
responsive, caring, effective, and well led. Staff in 
the project recognised that the presence of volun¬ 
teers could impact positively on their being able to 
achieve a higher rating from the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission. 

The benefits are not all one sided. Volunteering is 
a reciprocal activity with volunteers gaining in 
skills, experience and confidence from their in¬ 
volvement. In particular, young people’s experi¬ 
ence of volunteering can help them to secure a place 
in employment or further education and some in the 
project even saw a career for themselves in the sec¬ 
tor. 

As with Care Home Open Day, those who have a 
good experience within the home act as ambassa¬ 
dors and share that positive experience with others, 
challenging negative misconceptions about older 
people, dementia and social care and breaking down 
barriers between the home and community. 

MAKING THE TRANSITION 

Moving from an annual open day to reap the ben¬ 
efits of permanently keeping your doors open to the 
community does require some planning and invest¬ 
ment. But help is at hand. 

The Volunteering in Care Homes Toolkit brings 
together the practical learning from the project and 
contains guidance, references to other helpful re¬ 
sources and organisations, and templates on how to 
set up a volunteering programme in a care home. 

The research highlights, however, that to max¬ 
imise the potential of volunteering, the toolkit needs 
to be accompanied by investment in staff time and 
skills to take forward the volunteer management 
role. Without this time and function, volunteers will 
not feel supported or valued, leading to high volun¬ 
teer turnover which in turn will unsettle residents 
and relatives and create further work for staff, as 
they seek to recruit, induct and train new volunteers 
to fill the vacant roles.
